The dy ing genera l had been unco nscio us 
fo r several ho urs, and his fluttering pulse 
was so feeble tha t o n several o ccasio ns it 
was a lm o st im po ssible to tell whet her he 
was living o r no t. 
His lo ng struggle had 
co m epletely ex ha usted him and it was 
o nly his remarkable vita lity and will 
po wer tha t enabled him to cling to life so 
lo ng a fter a ll ho pe had been given up. 
Fro m lim e to tim e during the mo rning 
ao me o f the fa m ily wo uld leave the ro o m, 
but o niv to be sum m o ned back ha stily 
when it was tho ught that the end was ap­ 
pro aching. 
it wa s in tho se mo ment" that 
he clung to tin* thread o f life tha t re­ 
mained fo r nearly five ho urs after he be­ 
came co m pletely unco nscio us. 
After 11 
o ’clo ck it wa s ex peeled that every m o ment 
wo uld brifig tiie end, and telegram s were 
prepared to send to nil his friends and l lie 
o fficers o f the go vernm ent a t W ashingto n 
City as s.» o n as disso lutio n o ccurred. 
Sending the N e w s A b ro a d . 
At the final m o ment there w n| no ap 
preadable cha nge in the appearance o f the 
sufferer. 
He had been ly ing as o ne dead 
fo r several ho ur» . 
Dr. Alex ander, who 
had his hand o n the genera l’s breast—fo r 
he co uld no t detect the heart beats in his 
puls-e—wa s w a tching bis face intently , lie 
lo o ked up quietly at just ten m inutes to 
2 and to ld the grief-st ricken fa m ily tha t 
hi* pat ient had passed away . 
Gen. Ewing 
im m edia tely left ihe ro o m and w ent do wn 
to the do o r to anno unce the fact to the 
representatives o f the newspapers, who 
had been w a tching the ho use a nx io usly 
fo r fo ur day s. 
A few m inutes a fter this 
Secretary Ba rrett w ent to the telegra ph 
o ffice o n Co lum bus avenue with a large 
batch o f dispa tches, which were addressed 
to 'President Harriso n, each o f the m em ­ 
bers o f his ca binet and to relative» and 
friends o f the fa m ily at. W a shingto n I it;, 
and elsewhere.

pray ers which had go ne up o ver the land 
that his life m ight lie spared were iu vain. 
He was feverish and his breathing was 
labo red and rapid. 
The do cto rs were 
hurriedly ca lled and during the m o rning 
had several co nsult at i< ms, but remedy 
a fter remedy failed o f effect. 
Indeed, they 
were o nly tried o n the principle tha t while 
then* is life there is ho pe. 
The gla nds o f 
the thro a t were very much swo llen and 
the a ccum ula tio n o f m ucus was so great 
that the pat ient wins unable to thro w it o ff 
by reaso ned hi*declining strength, and it 
wa s this gra dua l filling up o f the lungs 
tliat finally bro ught the end. 
Gen. Slu r 
man had no t spo ken a wo rd fro m Friday 
mo rning until he died, altho ugh he was 
co nscio us apparently part o f the tim e and 
reco gnized tho se abo ut him, vainly try ing 
to speak to them. 
His fingers were icy 
co ld ho urs befo re death and the co ldness 
gradually ex tended to his hand» and arms 
and bo dy .
